matter how sharp you watch 'cm; or it may 
have been liglitm'—we'd had plenty of that 
comin' through the gulf; but no matter 
what it wlfi, lire it win afire, and it wern't 
pleasant. 


"She was called the John Jay, 
was ship 


of Ncwb'jryport, aud the skipper's name was 
Jackson, and I shipped into her in New 
Orleans, bonmi for Liverpool, with 3,000 
bales of cotton. 
She carried two mate';, n 


carpenter, a cook and steward, and eigliKc-u 
of us afore tha mast, mnl-in' twenty-four all 
told on the articles 
If I remember correct 


it were the L'7th of May, IS.'S. the day \ve 
left the bar. and we come out .to Pass L'Ou- 
tre and got sail onto her, 
with the wind 


about east-northeast, and we keepin' up 
prettv nigh the wind to allow for the west- 
erly set. 
\Veiound.showas awful tender, 


aud she jist lopped over into her side like n 
log. and the first thing we had for te do 
waa to git the fore and mizzin t'gahnasts on 
on deck, and that took pretty well of tho 
first day out. 
That eased her some, of 


course, hut she was ;,till very tender, and I 
hoard tho old man say often that he wished 
he'd a-left another hundred too o! ballast 
into her. 
I guess afore tho v'yage was over

long passage down (o tho Tortngns, but 
artcr wo got into regular gulf drift of 
course wo went on right enough.

Of course there 


weren't only one thing for to do, and that 
was to stop up all tho ventilators and chain 
locker-pipes as tight as over wo could' and to 
carry on to her liko bluo blazes and try for to 
r»it her across and into eonio channel port 
aforo it broke out. 
We run along for four 


days aforo wo begun for to seo signs of its 
breakin' out. hut then wo know'ct by tho 
pitch B-begin'nin' for to melt into tho seams 
and by tho decks a-gottin' hot that we 
couldn't keep it under the hatches much 
longer, and that somethin' had got for to bo 
done. 
So tho old man ho calls us oil aft in 


forenoon watch, just arter breakfast, and 
says he, 'You all know that this here ship's 
a-fire down below, and I've called you all 
aft for to tell you that I'm c-going for

scuttle her as the only chance

I think this here fire is in tho 


'twiit-decks. and I think tho cotton in the 
hold will keep her afloat after she fills with 
water, and then maybe if tho weaihor keeps 
moderate we can plug her up and pump her 
out agin arter the 6re is drowndnd o«t;but if 
she goes down altogether or if we lose her m 
consequence of scutlin' her. I want you all 
to witness lhat I do it from necessity. I 
daresen't wait twenty four hour longer, 
'cause if this fire once breaks through the 
docks we're gone, sure. Do you all think 
I'm right ? Well, of course, we all said we 
did. 
You see. the way ho asked us was for 


to make it all right as" to the insurance in 
case she was lost. 
He could have let her 


burn up. and then tho underwriters would 
have had lo pay for her, sure ; but in the 
crso of scnttlin' her, if she was lost, they 
mi"ht raise a question, and so 'twas neces- 
sary that ho should hr.ve the opinion of tho 
officers and crew that it was the on\v thing 
for to he done.

GUIZOT. 


Tho old man Guizot is dead. His ago was 


so remarkable that it is worth a reflection. 
He was 87 when ho died and was born in 
1787, 
so that ho was born just half way be- 


tween 1700 
nnd 
today. 
Voltaire 
rind 


Rousseau rind Frederick tho Groat woro only 
jusfc dead, Washington was resting between 
his military and his civil careers, Louis XVI. 
and his lovely wife woro living on toward 
tho guillotine, happily unconscious of what 
awaited them. 


Guizot was bom at Nimcs in southern 


Franco, October I, 1787, a date that is al- 
most if not precisely contemporary with tho 
visit of Mr, Thomas Jefferson to that city, 
whoro tho latter picked up his design for iho 
Capitol of Virginia at Hichmond. 
Guizot's 


parents wore protostant and gentle, and 
his father fell, seven years later, under tho 
"reign of terror." Tho son was educated at 
Geneva, went to Paris; and gradually rose 
from private tutorship and journalism to a 
professorship in tho collogo of tho Sorhonno 
in 1612. Ho published a translation of Gib- 
bon when ho was 23, and. two years later 
married Paulino do llculan. a royalist jour- 
nalist of -10. Guizot was a royalist and 
mado political headway during tho empire, 
hut tho Betting up of tho Bourbons in 181i> 
brought him at once into tho secretary of 
state's oflico. His lectures on representa- 
tive government aud many other political 
tracts dato from this time. His independ- 
ence and political liberalism made him ob- 
noxious in a short timo to tho ministers of 
Oharlos S., and his political career can hard- 
ly bo said to havo begun till 1830. 
Mean- 


time his first wife diod, having arranged 
Tfith an eccentric affection, that her nioco 
should succeed to her place; which in fact 
she did after a year of mourning. 


From 1830 to 1818 extend tho political 


toils of Guizot and his great colleague nnd 
rival, Thiors. During those 18 years, ho 
held at ono or another time nearly ovory im- 
portant position, both in tho government

THE WONDEliS OF A HEN'S EGG. 
The following interesting observation oil 


the chftugos that occur from hour to houi 
during the iuculwtion of tho lien's egg are 
from Saturn'n Inflections : Tho hen has 
scarcely sat on her eggs twelve hours before 
some lineament of the bend niitl body of tho 
chicken appear. The huurt inny bo noon to 
boat ftt tho oiitl of tho KOCOIH! day ; it has nl 
that time somewhat tho form of a horse, 
shoo, but uo blood yet appears. At tho end 
of two days two vessels of blood ore to bo 
distinguished, tho pulsation of which is visi 
ble ; ono of these ia the loft yeiitricle, and 
tho other tho root of tlio groat artery, 
Al 


tho fiftieth hour ono article of tho heart ap- 
pears, resembling a nooso folded down upon 
itself. 
Tho beating of tho heart is first ob- 


served in the auricle, and afterward in the 
vouticle. At tho end of seventy hours, the 
wings aro distinguishable ; and on the heat 
two bubbles are seen for the braiu, one for 
the bill, and two for tho foro and hind pan 


of tho head. Toward the end of tho fourth 
day, the two auricles already visible draw 
nearer to the heart thau before. 
The liver 


appears toward the fifth day. At tho end of 
seven hours mom, the lungs and tho stomach 
becomes visible; and four hours afterwards, 
the intestines, and loins, and thu upper jaw. 
At the one hundredth and forty-fourth hour 
two ventricles are visible, and two drops o) 
blood instead of the single one which was 
seen before. Tho noventh day the brain be- 
gins to havo some consistency. 
At tho one 


hundred find nineteenth hour of incubation, 
the bill opens and tho flesh appears in the 
breast. In four hours more tho breast bouo 
is seen. In six hours after this tho ribs ap- 
pear, forming from the back, and tho bill is 
very visible, as well as the gall bladder. The 
bill becomes grueu at the eud nf two hund- 
red and thirty sin hours ; and if the chicken 
bo ttikon out of ita covering, it evidently 
moves itself. 
At tho two hundred and sixty 


fourth Lour tho oycs appear. 
At the two 


hundred and eighty eighth the ribs aro per- 
fect. 
At the three hundred and thirty first 


the spleen draws near tho stomach and tho. 
luugs to the chest. 
At the end of three 


hundred and fifty five hours the bill fre- 
quently opens and shuts ; and at the end of 
the eighteenth day tho first cry of the chick- 
en is heard. It afterwards gota more strength 
find grows continually, till at length it is en- 
iibled to set itself free from its confinement.
